Lebanese, Syrians exchange fire 


BEIRUT (R) — Lebanese army units exchanged fire with Syrian 
positions in the mountains north of Beirut Tuesday night, state' 
run Beirut Radio reported. The radio said army posts on the 
central mountain range at Oyoun A1 Siman came under medium- 
calibre weapons fire from Syrian lines and fired back. There were 
no Lebanese casualties. Lebanese army units occupy positions 
along the mountains 'between Syrian troops and right-wing Leb- 
anese Falangist militiamen. There have been a few clashes bet- 
ween the Lebanese army and Israeli troops occupying South 
Lebanon, usually described as the results of misunderstanding. 
But this was believed to be the first officially reported clash 
between the Lebanese army and Syrian troops in recent months. 
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Qatar receives 
Jordan’s message 


DOHA (Petra) — The ruler of 
'jatar. Sheikh Khalifa lbn Hamad 
Al Thani. Wednesday received a 
message from His vlajesty King 
Hussein on Arab affairs and ways 
of bolstering bilateral relations, 
the Jordanian News Agency. 
Petra, said. The message was del- 
ivered by Court Minister Amer 
Khammash in a meeting attended 
by '.'atari Minister of Information 
lssa Ghanem Al Kuwari. Petra 
said, it did not elaborate. 


Arens attacks PLO 
over prisoners 


TELAV'IV'(R) — Israeli Defence 
Minister Moshe Arens Wed- 
nesday accused the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) of 
waging a psychological war aga- 
inst eight Israeli prisoners of war. 
Arens told the Knesset (par- 
liament) that Israel was pursuing 
every’ path ro free the soldiers in 
exchange for Palestinians cap- 
tured in last year's Lebanon inv- 
asion. It was the first time an Isr- 
aeli leader has spoken out about 
treaunem of the prisoners of war 
and followed a press report that 
one of them has had a nervous 
breakdown. 


Libya accuses U.S. 
of intercepting plane 


BEIRUT (R) - Libya said Wed- 
nesday American fighter planes 
had '‘intercepted” a Kuwaiti Boe- 
ing 7U7 commercial airliner off the 
Libyan coast Wednesday. The off- 
icial Libyan news agency, in a dis- 
patch received here, did not make 
clear exactly what had happened 
to the plane. 


Israel urged to ban 
arms for Argentina 


TEL AVIV (R) - The Israeli 
government Wednesday came 
under pressure in the Knesset 
(parliament) to stop selling arms 
to Argentina until it explains what 
happened to hundreds of Arg- 
entinian Jews who disappeared 
over the past few years. Gov- 
ernment supporters were among 
parliamentarians who urged the 
sales halt. The issue was referred 
to a Knesset committee for further 
discussion. 


\foi suspends 
‘traitor’ minister 


NAIROBI (R) — Kenyan Pre- 
sident Daniel arap Moi Wed- 
nesday suspended his con- 
stitutional affairs minister. Cha- 
rles Njonjo.who has been accused 
by cabinet colleagues of being the 
"traitor" Mr. \1oi said was being 
groomed by foreign powers. The 
official Kenyan News Agency 
(KNA) said Mr. Moi ordered Mr. 
Njonjo suspended with immediate 
effect pending "a judicial inquiry 
into the serious allegations against 
him." 


EEC emergency 
budget approved 


BRUSSELS (R) — The European 
Commission Wednesday agreed 
in principle to ask governments 
for an extra S2 billion for the Eur- 
opean Economic Community's 
(EEC) WS3 spending pro- 
gramme. But officials said the 
14-member executive deferred 
any formal decision on the plan. 
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Fateh violence rages on 


as rebels renew attacks 


BEIRUT (R) — Palestinian guerrilla factions 
fought each other across the fertile sweep of 
east Lebanon’s Bekaa Valley Wednesday as 
rebels against Yasser Arafat attacked pos- 
itions held by his men., Lebanese Radio rep- 
orts said. 


Gemayel concerned 


The Lebanese governor of the 
region. Diab Younes. said in a live 
report broadcast by state-run Bei- 
rut Radio that shellfire and small 
arms exchanges were going on 
around the village of Deir Zan- 
noun. on the main Beirut- 
Damascus highway. 

Lebanon’s right-wing Falangist 
radio said the fighting erupted 
when rebels attacked one of Mr. 
Arafat's biggest supply centres 
•and a security post of his Fateh 
guerrilla group. 

"Lebanese civilians have suf- 
fered. Many homes have been des- 
troyed and plantations levelled by 
tanks.” Mr. Younes said. 

“There is a general alert in the 
north Bekaa and in the town of 
Baalbek ” he said. 

Mr. Younes said the fighting 
appeared to be less heavy than cla- 
shes Tuesday in which Arafat sup- 
porters said they lost 1 5 killed and 
2D wounded. 

The Falangist radio said heavy 
fighting was going on the road lin- 
king Deir Zannoun to Rayak. a 
village commanding a crossroads 
on the approaches to Baalbek. 

In Baalbek, some kilometres 
northeast of the scene of Wed- 


nesday's fighting. Arafat sup- 
porters began fortifying their pos- . 
itions around municipal buildings 
and a barracks, the Falangist radio 
said. 

The rebels, led by Colonel Abu 
Musa, 'now dominated the 
Beirut-Damascus highway sou- 
theast of the central town of Sht- ' 
oura. it said. 

But Mr. Arafat's men were hol- 
ding on to emplacements around a 
key crossroads near Shioura. 
where they faced rebel 
reinforcements— units of the 
Syrian- backed Saiqa guerrilla 
group— the Falangist radio report 
said. 

The radio said Syrian army 
jeeps had brought the Saiqa men 
to the crossroads, where the main 
highway branches south to Dam- 
ascus and north towards Baalbek 
and the town of Zahle. 

Saiqa units had begun setting up 
barricades in the Jdeita and 
Ta'albaya sectors around the cro- 
ssroads. h. said. 

There was no confirmation of 
the Falangist report. Both the reb- 
els and Syria have denied any Syr- 
ian military involvement in the 
fighting. 


Informed sources said Leb- 
anese President Amin Gemayel 
told a cabinet meeting Wednesday 
that pans of Lebanon outside his 
government's control were “tur- 
ning into the scene of a genuine 
war among non-Lebanese fac- 
tions." 


Mr. Gemayel called for imm- 
ediate measures to tiy to stop the 
“intensified fighting between bro- 
thers in arms." the sources said. 

They said .Mr. Gemayeltold the 
cabinet: “This situation threatens 
the safety of Lebanese territory 
and the safety of its people.” 

The fresh outbreak of int- 
ernecine fighting in the last two 
days came just as there had see- 
med tn be some prospect that 
Arab mediation might cool things 
down between Mr. Arafat's men 
and the rebels. 

“They are closing all the roads 
to negotiation." said Mr. Arafat’s 
military deputy. Khalil Al Wazir 
(Abu Jihad). Tuesday night in 
Fateh's northern enclave of Tri- 
poli. 


The Palestinian news agency 
WAFA said: “Our masses know it 
is the Syrian regime which is fig- 
hting the revolution and com- 
mitting massacres against our for- 
ces." 

It said Saiqa. the Abu Musa 
rebels and the Libyan-backed 
Popular Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine-General Command 
(PFLP-GC) were massing units of 


fighters on the road to Baalbek. 

“These forces were transported 
by the Syrian special units” 
WAFA charged. 

WAFA later said Syrian sec- 
urity forces rounded up over 600 
Palestinians for interrogation 
after pro -Arafat demonstrations 
at the Yarraouk refugee camp out- 
side Damascus last Monday. 

The Falangist radio later rep- 
orted explosions and machinegun 
fire between pro and anti- Arafat 
forces around the village of Bar 
Elias southeast of Shtoura. 

Syrian forces had cut both the 
international highway and the 
road from Deir Zannoun to 
Rayak. it said. 

Further north. Mr. Arafat's 
men were in a high state of rea- 
diness in their positions in orc- 
hards around Baalbek, their last 
major stronghold in the Bekaa. 
the radio said. 

Military operations had spread 
north from the scene of the earlier 
clashes to the outskirts of Baa- 
lbek. it said, and the rebels now 
controlled the main approach 
road to the town. 

In Damascus, the joint lea- 
dership of two PLO groups called 
for a "democratic dialogue" to 
end the fighting. 

The Popular Front for the Lib- 
eration of Palestine (PFLP) hea- 
ded by George Habash and the 
Democratic Front for the Lib- 
eration of Palestine (DFLP) led by 
Nayef Hawatmeh said they ref- 
ected resorting to arms to settle 
interna] disputes.

FLO Executive Committee to meet 


TUNIS ( R) —The Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLOl will 
hold an Executive Committee 
meeiing under the chairmanship 
of Yasser Arafat in Tunis Wed- 
nesday night or Thursday, a PLO 
source said Wednesday. 

It would be the first PLO Exe- 
cutive Committee meeting since 
Mr. Arafat was expelifed from 
Syria last Friday and the source 
said members of the committee 
had already arrived in Tunis. 

The source did not specify whe- 
ther committee members siding 
with Syria were also present in the 
Tunisian capital. 

The committee has 14 mem- 
bers. of whom three represent 
Fateh, the guerrilla movement 
commanded by Mr. Arafat. Six 
arc independents, two are from 
the People's Front for Palestine 
Liberation, which is considered to 
be pro-Syrian, and one is from 
each of three other PLO groups. 

A member of the Executive 
Committee told Reuters: “We 
want to avoid carnage in the 
Bekaa plain and will spare no eff- 
orts to this end." 

He was referring to current cla- 
shes between rival PLO factions in 


the Bekaa plain of Lebanon where 
guerrillas opposed tn Mr. Arafat 
are said by thePLO chairman to be 
supported by Syrian troops, a cha- 
rge which Damascus has denied. 

Arab sources here indicated 
that the main purpose of the Exe- 
cutive Committee meeting was to 
prove to Palestinian and int- 
ernational opinion that despite his 
expulsion from Syria Mr. Arafat 
remained the legitimate chief of 
an organisation which is still ope- 
rating. 


Mr. Arafat lost a chance to put 
his case to U.N. Secretary- 
GeneraJ Javier Perez de Cuellar 
who left Tunis Wednesday for 
East Germany saying ihc PLO 
leader had not asked to see him. 

Mr. Perez de Cuellar said Mr. 
Arafat was absent Tuesday in 
Algeria, conferring with President 
Chadli Ben jedid who is mediating 
in the PLO-Syria conflict, and 
returned to Tunis just as the U.N. 
secretary general was leaving. 


PLO seeks Saudi 
meeting between 
Arafat and Assad 


RIYADH <R) - The Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
has asked King Fahd of Saudi 
Arabia to arrange a meeting bet- 
ween PLO leader Yasser Arafat 
and Syrian President Hafez Al 
Assad, a senior PLO official said. 
Rafiq Natsheh. the PLO rep- 
resentative here, said the PLO had 
asked the king to intervene in the 
Assad-Arafat dispute and to arr- 
ange a tripartite meeting in Mecca 
nrTaif. the Saudi summer capital. 


PNC meeting urged 


Meanwhile, members of the 
Palestine National Council (PNC ) 
in Kuwait said they have called for 
an urgent PNC meeting to discuss 
ways to heal the PLO-Syria rift. 

The 27 members of the 355- 
member Damascus-based council 
said in a statement issued Tuesday 
night they had sent a message to 
PNC Speaker Khalcd AJ Fahoum. 
which also expressed regret over 
Mr. Arafat's expulsion from Syria. 

In a related development, hun- 
dreds nf Palestinian students sta- 
ged a sit-in Tuesday night at the 
PLO office in Kuwait to express 
support for Mr. Arafat. 


U.N. chief condemns Israeli invasion 


TUNIS (R) — United Nations 
Secretary -General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar has condemned the Israeli 
invasion of Lebanon and urged 
support for an Arab -Middle East 
peace plan. 

Mr. Perez de Cuellar was add- 
ressing the opening session of a 
three-day joint conference of 
U.N. specialised agencies and the 
Arab League in Tunis Tuesday 
night. 

He said the Israeli invasion last 
year “has had serious con- 
sequences not only for a political 


settlement of the Middle East 
problem but also for the very pri- 
nciple of the U.N.'s peace- 
keeping operations." 

Peace-keeping efforts had not 
produced the expected results 
because they did not have "means 
of coercion.” he said, and they 
could be successful only if all the 
parties concerned cooperated. 

The U.N. chief said it was imp- 
erative and urgent to find a just 
and lasting settlement in the Mid- 
dle East which could be based on a 
peace plan adopted at the last 


Arab summit in Fez in September. 

Arab League Secretary- 
General Chadli KIrbi told the ses- 
sion that ever}- effort should be 
made to bolster the Arab plan 
"which alone is capable of pro- 
tecting the Middle East from the 
dangers that threaten it." 

He said: “ From a moral point of 
view, and for the maintenance of 
peace, it is inadmissible that the 
international community accept 
that the Israeli withdrawal from 
Lebanon should inevitably be paid 
for toil dearly by the Lebanese." 


Assad: Syria not afraid 


of war over withdrawal 


BEIRUT (R) — Syrian President 
Hafez Al Assad, strongly att- 
acking U.S. moves to get Syrian. 
Israeli and Palestinian forces out 
of Lebanon, has warned that Syria 
does not fear another war. 

Mr. Assad's speech, broadcast 
by Damascus Radio Wednesday, 
appeared timed to coincide whh 
the arrival in Beirut of U.S, envoy 
PhOip Habib for talks on troop 
withdrawals. 

Syria is strongly opposed to the 
May accord between Israel, and 
Lebanon on troop withdrawals 
which they say would continue to 
allow Israeli troops to patrol wit- 
hin 20 kilometres of Damascus. 

Speaking to religious leaders in 


Damascus. Mr. Assad said Syria 
could not allow Israel to be so 
close to the Syrian capital. 

“Syria does not fear threats or 
war... if the defence of Damascus 
exposes us to war. then let this 
be.” he declared. 


Mr. Habib arrived from Cairo 
for talks with Lebanese President 
Amin Gemayel aimed at getting 
the withdrawal accord off the gro- 
und. 


Although Mr. Assad’s speech 
may have been aimed largely at a 
domestic audience, it dem- 
onstrated the difficulties facing 
Mr. Habib and his negotiating 
team. 


Czech hostages’ 
freedom delayed 


JOHANNESBURG (R) — A 
flight to freedom for 3X Cze- 
choslovak women and children 
held hostage in Angola for more 
than three months was cancelled 
Wednesday, apparently because 
of snags in finding a rendezvous 
point with Czechoslovak dip- 
lomats. 

A spokesman for the Int- 
ernational Committee of the Red 
Cross (ICRC). which organised 
the flight, said plans tor the cha- 
rtered aircraft to fly to Jan Smuts 
airport in Johannesburg Wed- 
nesday had been shelved. 

In Geneva. ICRC officials said 
the release had been delayed for; 
reasons beyond their control 


Abu Musa 
rejects 


mediation 


KUWAIT (R) -The rebel leader 
in the Fateh- Palestinian guerrilla 
group was quoted Wednesday as 
saying he rejected any mediation 
efforts to reconcile his differences 
with Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO)Chairman Yasser 
Arafat. 

“I do not believe in mediation 
because it means compromise ... 
the homeland needs no com- 
promise.” Colonel Abu Musa said 
in interviews with the Kuwaiti 
Arabic dailies As Siyasa and Al 
Watan. 

The papers said Abu Musa also 
told their correspondents in Leb-. 
anon’s eastern Bekaa Valley Tue- 
sday that he was backed by 4 )M per 
cent of the Palestinian people. 

Saudi Arabia. Kuwait and Alg- 
eria have been trying to heal the 
rift between Fateh rebels and .Mr. 
Arafat as well as between Syria 
and the PLO leader. 

Mr. Arafat was expelled from 
Damascus on Friday after acc- 
using Syria of backing Fateh reb- 
els. Syria has denied involvement. 

Abu Musa, who has often rej- 
ected President Reagan's Middle 
East peace proposal, told the 
Kuwaiti papers he regarded the 
alternate Arab plan as "hyp-, 
othctical... only a bridge to the 
Reagan plan.” 

The Arab plan, adopted last 
September, cadis for an ind- 
ependent Palestinian state in the 
Israeli-occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. The Reagan proposal 
envisages Palestinian self-rule in 
the areas in association with Jor- 
dan.

PARIS (R) — Govern me nl forces 
in Chad arc preparing a counter- 
attack against the army of rebel 
leader Goukouni Oucddei. which 
captured the northern town of 
Faya-Largeau last week, a French 
minister said Wednesday. 

Cooperation and Development 
Minister Christian Nucci. who 
returned from Chad Wednesday 
after talks with President Hisscnc 
Habre. told the French National 


Assembly that government forces 
“have regrouped and are pre- 
paring to counter-attack." 

Mr. Nucci did not confirm wid- 
espread reports that France has 
already begun emergency del- 
iveries of arms to its former col- 
ony, but he and other French off- 
icials have said everything pos- 
sible wfli be done within the fra- 
mework nf cooperation agr- 
eements. 


Experts prepare joint plan 


to deal with Gulf oil slick 


BAHRAIN (R) - Env- 
ironmental expens from eight 
Gulf states have prepared a plan 
to deal with a huge oil slick in the 
waterway but it still needs political 
agreement between warring Iran 
and Iraq to implement it. an off- 
icial source said Wednesday. 

“There is agreement on the plan 
by all. including Iraq and Iran." 
the official told Reuters. 

“We just want to have an action 
plan ready to implement as soon 


as ihere is agreement to deal with 
the slick." he added. 


But Guif analysis said chances 
of an agreement seemed remote 
while Iran and Iraq remained at 
war. 


The conflict has thwarted pre- 
vious attempts to reach an agr- 
eement. which is necessary before 
repair crews can enter the war 
zone to cap leaking wells in Iran's 
offshore Nowruz field. 


Warsaw Pact summit puzzles West 


MOSCOW (R) - The Soviet 
Union and its Warsaw Pact allies 
confounded Western analysts 
Wednesday after a summit mee- 
ting which lasted only a few hours 
and ended with a lengthy sta- 
tement that said nothing new. 

A day after the meeting, dip- 
lomats were at a loss to explain 
just what had happened behind 
closed doors at the seven-nation 
session hosted by Soviet President 
Yuri Andropov Tuesday. 

Before it started, informed sou- 
rces said (wo issues were likely to 
dominate: Some form of com- 
bined KM pt HW attfthe West’s pla- 
nned new missile deployments if 
no accord is reached in arms talks, 
and the aftermath of Pope John 
Paul's visit to Poland. 

But In the final declaration 
there was no echo of Moscow's 
May 28 veiled warning that it 


would station nuclear weapons in 
Eastern Europe, nor any direct 
reference to Poland. 

instead the Soviet Union. Pol- 
and. East Germany. Hungary. 
Bulgaria. Czechoslovakia and 
sometimes maverick Romania 
issued a bland summary of known 
Communist policy, billed not even 
as a "communique" but simply a 
“statement”. 


Romanian authorities issued a 

Ceauscscu interview criticising 

military manoeuvres. 


Many observers felt the Kre- 
mlin may have been ready to mod- 
ify a tougher summit statement 
rather than show a chink of dis- 
unity at the second meeting nf 
Soviet bloc leaders to be held wit- 
hin six months. 


The initial reaction of some dip-? 
la mats was that the Romanians, 
pursuing their independent line 
and acting as a brake, effectively 
vetoed any new military threat. 


President Nicolae Ceauscscu 
has long opposed any moves that 
could be seen as escalating ten- 
sion. Romania does not allow 
Warsaw Pact exercises on its ter- 
ritory. 

As the Moscow meeting began. 


The summit called for an 
East- West nuclear weapons fre- 
eze. a standstill on military spe- 
nding. and a non-aggression pact 
with the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organisation (NATO). It backed 
the Soviet position in arms neg- 
otiations with the United States in 
Geneva.

WASHINGTON (R) — The Sen- 
ate Armed Services Committee 
approved a record billion 
defence bill Wednesday including 
President Reagan's full request 
for the B-i bomber and most of 
what he wanted for MX nuclear 
missQes. 

The bill, which now must win 
full Senate approval, includes ail 
S6.2 billion Mr. Reagan sought for 
IOB-1 bombers next year and S5 
billion of the Sf>.2 billion he wan- 
ted for 27 MX missiles that each 
carry I«i nuclear warheads. 

Senator Edward Kennedy acc- 
used the administration of “bud- 
getary trickery" Tuesday in-abr- 
uptly disclosing on Monday that 
an additional S2.i billion had 
been found in Lhe budget for the 
B-l nuclear bomber. 

However, the committee cha- 
irman. Texas Republican John 
Tower, denied there had been any 
trickery. 

The bill also included S6t»4 mil- 
lion for the development of the 
“ Midgetman”. a single-warhead 
mobile missile to be deployed in 
the IMMOs. 

Congress has already approved 
initial funding for Mr. Reagan's 
plan to begin deploying Jilt) MX 
missiles in 14X6 and develop the

Qadhafi due 
in Morocco 


RABAT (R) — The Libyan lea- 
der. Colonel Muammar Oadhafi. 
is expected in Rabat Thursday 
for talks with King Hassan II for 
the first time in several years, the 
Moroccan news agency MAP said 
Wednesday. 

“The visit will be an opp- 
ortunity for the king and Colonel 
'Jadhafi to establish contacts and 
review the situation and current 
problems in the Arab World." it 
said. 

The visit was prepared by a mis- 
sion to Tripoli by the king’s closest 
adviser.

Hostage in Sudan flies wounded 
woman, returns back to captivity 


NAIROBI ( R i - Rebels holding 
five aid workers hostage in sou- 
them Sudan allowed one ot their 
captives to fly a wounded woman 
to Kenya Tuesday and threatened 
to kill the others if lie did not ret- 
urn. diplomatic sources said Wed- 
nesday. 

They said Canadian pilot vlar- 
tin Overdunc flew an Ethiopian 
woman who had a serious gunshot 
wound from the Boma game park 
u here the hostages were seized to 
Lowdwar. in northern Kenya, for 


treatment. 

Overdune flew back to Boma 
Tuesday night and rejoined the 
other hostages, two U.S. mis- 
sionaries. a Dutch nurse and a 
West German aid worker, the sou- 
rces said. 

They were taken hostage last 
week by a group calling itself the 
Liberation From for Southern 
Sudan who want an independent 
state called Kisua and are dem- 
anding a S 6 IMHM 1 ransom, clo- 
thing and international publicity. 


No talks under way on 
VLNF role in Lebanon 


A British-born botanist who 
was allowed to leave Boma by the 
rebels because he was ill said 
Wednesday the woman had been 
wounded in a shooting incident 
involving bandits in the area. 

Conrad Aveling told reporters, 
who visited him in the Nairobi 
hospital where he is being treated 
for dehydration, that he did not 
think the rebels were involved in 
the shooting. 

Aveling. who flew out of Boma 
this week with the wife and three 
children of kidnapped U.S. mis- 
sionary John Haspels. said there 
were about 1 5 rebels armed with 


automatic rifles, two machine 
guns and a mortar. 

Aveling said he did not think 
the rebels would carry out their 
threat to kill the hostages if their 
demands were not met by July 6. 

Diplomat sources said Wes- 
tern embassies were in radio con- 
tact with the rebels Wednesday 
but declined to give any details. 

Sources have identified those 
kidnapped as Haspels and Ron 
Pontier. both of the United States. 
Wileem Noon, a Dutchman, vlar- 
tin Overdune and Alooi Tscheidt 
of West Germany. 


WASHINGTON (US! A) - Alan 
Romberg, the State Department 
deputy spokesman, said there is 
"no movement" on the issue of 
possibly expanding the size of the 
vluhinaiional Force (vINFl in 
Lebanon. 

"1 am not aware of any active 
discussion at this point to change 
either the scope or the role or ihc 
size of the vlNF. Obviously that is 
a consideration in the overall con- 
text of what might be coming 
down the road." vfr. Romberg 
said. 

The United States. France. Italy 
and the United Kingdom provide 
forces lor the current vlNF. dep- 
loyed in and around Beirut to ass- 
ist Lebanese authorities. 

vlr. Romberg declined specific 
comment on press reports that 
Israel may be planning to redeploy 
its forces in Lebanon to positions 
closer to ihc Lebanese- Israeli 
border in southern Lebanon. 

He noted that official sta- 


tements from the government of 
Israel have indicated Israel 
"would consult fully with the oth- 
ers involved. I think that spe- 
cificiafly Lebanon and the United 
States have been mentioned, bef- 
ore it vvouid take any steps." 

vlr. Romberg said the U.S. ob|- 
eciivc remains “the total wit- 
hdrawal n! all foreign forces from 
Lebanon. Anything which con- 
tributes to that wc would favour 
and anything which would lead 
away from that would be a pro- 
blem." 

vlr. Romberg said special env- 
oys Philip Habib, vlorris Draper 
and Richard Fairbanks were in 
Cairo Tuesday for talks with Egy- 
ptian officials. They returned to 
the vliddle East last weekend 
after consultations in Washington 
and have conferred with Israeli 
and Saudi Arabian officials since 
then. vlr. Romberg said he had 
no information concerning their 
discussions. 


Greeks detain British ship 


PIRAEUS. Greece (R> - Cus- 
toms police at this Greek port said 
Wednesday they had detained a 
British ship carrying arms because 
the captain did not obtain the nec- 
essary permit. 

A spokesman for the customs 
investigations department said 
Frederick Kirk, captain of the 
334-ioc Ivy B. arrived at the Pir- 
aeus port authority Tuesday, say- 
ing he had an engine trouble and 
declared a cargo of cement and 
arms. 


Customs police impounded the 
ship after finding that he did not 
have the permit from the trade, 
public order and defence min- 
istries to bring weapons "through 
Greece. 

Capt. Kirk said he was due to 
transfer the arms to another ship 
at Alexandria in Egypt, for tra- 
nsport ro Lagos. Nigeria. 

A British source in Athens later 
said Capt. Kirk was visiting the 
three ministries to seek per- 
mission for his ship to proceed. 


Franco-Egyptian team 
find Napoleon’s flagship 


CAIRO <R) — Egypt has ann- 
ounced the discovery of L'orienL 
the flagship of Napoleon Bon- 
aparte's navy, which was sunk by 
the British in the Egyptian vled- 
iterranean Bay of Aboukir in 
1 7vs. 

Culture vlinister Mohammad 
Abdel- Hamid Radwan told a 
press conference Tuesday the dis- 
covery of L'oriem will stand as a 
greaL mark in history and as a new 
era in the common goals of Egypt 
and France". 

A week ago a Franco-Egyptian 
naval expedition led by a French 
navy minesweeper, the Vihn 
Long, began a search for the rem- 
ains of the fleet which carried 
Napoleon's invading force to 
Egypt. 

The leader of the expedition. 
Jacques Dumas, said he had every 
reason to believe that what the 
Vihn Long had seen was L'oriem. 


"L'orient could not be missed. It 
had J2i» cannon, it carried more 
than 1 .tit in men aboard and had 
three bridges. What wc have seen 
conforms with these features". 

L'oriem exploded when it was 
sunk by a British force under 
Adm. Horatio Nelson, bui experts 
on the expedition believe it broke 
in half. 

Dumas said the Vihn Long has 
spotted a number of cannon of a 
size known to have only been abo- 
ard the flagship and a five metre 
long anchor. 

He said the French min- 
esweeper has also detected ano- 
ther vessel of the fleet and would 
attempt later this week to locate 
two other frigates which he said 
should be in the same area. 

The expedition is to return to 
Aboukir in August with two extra 
vessels equipped with heavy cra- 
nes. 


Cholera kills 4 in Cairo 


CAIRO (R) — An outbreak of 
cholera on the outskirts of the 
Egyptian capital has killed four 
people and about 450 others are 
suffering from the disease, an off- 
icial source at the ministry of hea- 
lth said Wednesday. 

He said all the cholera cases 
were in two villages in the Cairo 
suburb of Giza. Sixty people were 
seriously ill and more than 4oo 


he 


others were being treated 
added. 

The two villages. Salt A1 Laban 
and Zenicn. were sealed off. 

A statement by Health vlinister 
Sabri Zaki published in Cairo 
newspapers said farmers had bro- 
ken water and sewage pipes to irr- 
igate their land and the polluted 
water had caused the outbreak, 
which it described as diarrhoea. 


‘Begin in 

self-imposed 

silence’ 


TEL AVIV (R) — Israeli Prime 
vlinister vlcnachcm Begin, rep- 
orted to be downcast and wit- 
hdrawn. is maintaining 3 self- \ 
imposed silence, a senior aide said 
Tuesday. 

Dismissing suggestions that vir. 
Begin was sunk in depression, the 
aide said the prime minister had 
decided not to respond to grow ing 
opposition attacks on his lea- 
dership. in order to preserve nat- 
ional unity during the Lebanon 
conflict. 

In the past two weeks, vfr. 
Begin has cancelled three spe- 
eches he was scheduled to deliver 
to American Jewish audiences. 
His virtual retreat from the public 
eye has lasted since the death of 
his wife Iasi November. 

The aide told Reuters that vlr. 
Begin. ft l ». was downcast and dee- 
ply pained by continuing army 
casualties in Lebanon. "But he is 
in total command of the sit- 
uation". he said. 

vlr. Begin believed replying to 
attacks on him would dangemusiy 
deepen existing divisions, the aide 
said. 

"He will break silence when he 
decides that doing so will not help 
the enemy. At the moment. Israel 
needs to be united in preserve the ! 
gains of the war and the best way , 
vlr. Begin can achieve that is by j 
keeping silent." he added. i 

There have been similar spells j 
in the past when vlr. Begin w’as j 
apparently depressed and wit- 
hdrawn. notably in early W.S|. 
That was dramatically broken 
when he sprang back to lead his 
party to election victory. 

Political columnist Yosef Harif. 
who is considered close to vlr. 
Begin and often reflects his thi- 
nking. recently wrote in the new- 
spaper vlaariv jhat members of 
vlr. Bcgin's Likud Party were ple- 
ading with him to ’ launch a 
counter-attack on the opposition. 

An opinion poll last week rep- 
orted a in per cent drop in the 
prime minister's popularity in a 
month with only 44.7 per cent of 
the public satisfied with his per- 
formance. 

"If he I Begin) were to talk to 
political opponents the way they 
now talk to him. you could not rule 
out a deterioration liable to lead to 
virtual civil war." Mr. Harif wrote. 


Israel gains fro n PLO revolt

TEL AVIV — The revolt against 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
i PLO) Chairman Yasser Arafat 
and his expulsion from Syria is 
regarded by Israel as an indirect 
gam from the Lebanon war. 

With Israeli troops still in Leb- 
anon more than a year after ibe 
invasion and facing aimost daily 
attacks by Palestinian guerrillas. 
Israeli officials have been quick to 
laud the PLO rebellion as a pos- 
itive. if not anticipated, dev- 
elopment. 

Israeli Foreign vlinister Yit- 
zhak Shamir said recently that the 
process of disintegration in the 
guerrilla movement started with 
the invasion and the guerrillas' 
evacuation from Beirut last sum- 
mer. 

"Any split and any troubles in 
the PLO are good for Israel." he 
said. adding that "directly or ind- 
irectly the PLO will sooner or later 
be removed from the stage.” 

Amid criticism of the gov- 
ernment's handling of the war and 
growing public anguish over Isr- 
aeli casualties in Lebanon, the 
revolt is portrayed as proof that 
the invasion was worthwhile and 
achieved its aims. 

Y'oman Hashavua. a weekly 
published by Prime vlinister 
Menachcm Begins Likud coa- 
lition. said this week that the bat- 
tles between rival PLO units pro- 
ved that not only the military inf- 
rastructure of the PLO was des- 
troyed. but its political structure, 
too. 

The magazine said: "The media 
tend to forget this important result 
of operation 'Peace for Galilee', 
just as they and the opposition 


(Labour Party} are making every 
effort to minimise Israel's ach- 
ievements in Lebanon in the pol- 
itical and military spheres". 

Net distinction made 

Mr. Begm's government makes 
no public distinction between rad- 
icals and moderates in the PLO. 
which it brands a bunch of mur- 
derers and refuses to recognise. 

If Mr. Arafat were replaced by a 
more radical guerrilla leader, it 
would be easier for Israel to rcicci 
European and American pressure 
to talk to the PLO. Western dip- 
lomats say. 

NEWS ANALYSIS 

Ychoshafat Harkabi. a Middle 
East specialist at the Hebrew Uni- 
versity in occupied Jerusalem, said 
that while the split in the PLO 
might make it easrer to argue that 
there is no stable Palestinian lea- 
dership to negotiate with, it could* 
damage Israel long term. 

“It is often assumed that any 
in-fighting among the Arabs is 
automatically good for us." he 
said. 

"However, groups within the 
PLO may increase their terrorist 
acts against us as a way of gaining 
points in the internal power str- 
uggle". 

Some intelligence expens have 
said Israel should not be too smug 
about Mr. Arafat's plight and that 
a more radical PLO leadership 
could revert to a policy of ter- 
rorism against Israeli and Jewish 
targets abroad. 

vliddle East specialists in Israel 
point out that the PLO has sur- 
vived other grave crises in its tur- 
bulent history.

U.S. ensures more aid for Lebanon 


WASHINGTON (USIAi - The 
United States has taken additional 
steps to strengthen Lebanon’s 
economy and to rebuild the Leb- 
anese armed forces. 

On Monday. President Reagan 
signed legislation authorising the 
appropriation of S15»» million to 
reconstruct the Lebanese eco- 
nomy. n i million for training that 
country’s armed forces and s'inif 
million in foreign military sales 
loan guarantees. 

On the same day. the Defence 
Department announced it had 


notified the U.S. Congress that it 
plans to offer S57 million m mil- 
itary equipment to the Lebanese 
army. 

The proposed sale, the Defence 
Department said, would include 
1**2 armoured personnel carriers. 
25 mobile command post carriers. 
l i3 mobile mortar carriers, com- 
munications equipment, heavy 
■machine- guns, spare pans and

The old Marks airport is cur- 
rently used as a temporary city 
terminal to handle the seasonal 
mass movement of teachers and 
workers to the Gulf area, pilgrims 
to Mecca in Saudi Arabia, charter 
groups and Cairo flights. 

The new city terminal. Mr. Bul- 
taji said, will help regulate these 
mass movements of people and 


will help us avoid the unnecessary 
delays we have been facing in the 
past. 

Mr. Bulls ji told the Jordan 
Times that the land for the new 
terminal has already been bro- 
ught. and tenders floated for the 
project, which includes offices for 
Alia, rhe Ministry of Tourism and 
Antiquities, and the Civil Avi- 
ation Authority.

The airport is sit- 
uated around 30 kilometres west 
of Amman. 

New passport 
law endorsed 

AMMAN (J.T.) — The cabinet 
has endorsed the new passports 
law which will now be referred to 
the royal court in the coming two 
days for endorsement by royal 
decree, the daily newspaper AI 
Ra'i reported Wednesday. Under 
the new law a passport, for a fee of 
JD 20. will be valid for five years.

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Big Brother politics 

THE SYRIANS can accuse Philip Habib of many things, but 
they could not possibly deny his direct or indirect role in 
accelerating Middle East events when he is around in this 
region. 

In his present shuttle, the U.S. special envoy went to Israel, 
and managed to speed up Israeli consultations on a unilateral 
withdrawal to the Awali River. In Beirut, he seems to have 
convinced the government of the need to deploy the Lebanese 
army in vacated Israeli positions south of the capital. After the 
envoy's visit to Saudi Arabia, the kingdom issued a strong 
appeal in support of Yasser Arafat's PLO leadership. .And in 
Cairo, Habib must have asked that all attention be turned to 
countering the Libyan threat to Habre of Chad. 

We know what Habib's previous visits to the area have 
produced. So, according to one scenario, the Syrian regime has 
to admit that it is a mistake to ignore altogether American 
policy in the Middle East or just boycott one of its principal 
authors and chief executive. 

But, perhaps, the U.S. envoy is not really that important, 
and Middle East developments do move fast with or without 
American efforts. 

Perhaps. And it is quite possible that the Israelis had been 
heatedly discussing redeployment in Lebanon even before 
Habib visited them earlier this week; that President Gemayei 
was all along ready to fill each and every position vacated by 
non-Lebanese forces in his country; that there was nothing 
unusual about Saudi Arabia reiterating full support for the 
PLO and the legitimate Palestinian leadership; and that Egypt 
and Sudan did not have to be asked by Habib or anybody to 
take action against the Libyans, not only in Chad but eve- 
rywhere in the world. 

In this latter scenario, the Syrians, with their historical 
distrust of American diplomacy and with their close military 
ties to the Soviet Union, might all too easily say that they could 
afford to ask Washington to keep Habib away from them. But 
say it, the Syrians won't. They only charge that Habib is the 
enemy of the Arabs, and that is why he would not be received in 
Damascus. 

The result: Habib comes back, brings with him assistants 
and messages from Washington, and does work, metres away 
from Syrian interests and artillery positions, as usual; he could 
not possibly hope to go too far because the Syrians are not in a 
cooperative mood, but he does his job and others do what they 
should anyway. 

In either scenario, Syria waits while things, with some U.S. 
diplomacy, accelerate. And what do the chieftains of the Dam- 
ascus regime do? They hit the younger Palestinian brother, of 
course. Actually, there seems to be little else that little men 
turned big brothers can do.

Al Ra’i: Aspirations rest on peace 

IT IS iruly really difficult for raost Arabs to believe what is going on 
at the Lebanese Bekaa Valley. Who could have imagined that bro- 
thers and comrades in arms would aim their guns at one another 
forgetting all about the long years of struggle for their common cause. 
We consider that these guns are aimed at destroying our prospective 
future by those who had formerly made history with their heroic 
stand in defence of Beirut last summer. Is it not strange and sad to see 
brothers fighting one another in opposite trenches in a war of att- 
rition whi(e IsraeL their common enemy, continues to consolidate its 
grip over the occupied territories and prepares for the annihilation of 
ail Palestinian fighters? 

What excuses would these waning PLO groups tell the courageous 
and long-suffering people of the occupied lands who follow the news 
of fratricide with deep dismay and grief? These defenceless people 
would, if they could, place themselves between the antagonists to 
stop the fighting so as to ask their brothers to save their bullets for the 
enemy. This fighting must stop if the aspirations of the Palestinian 
people are to be fulfilled. 

Al Dustour: Quality as well as quantity 

IN A relatively short period Jordan has been able to make great 
strides in the field of education. Every single village or city quarter 
has a school and many children go to them to be educated. As a result 
we now have large numbers of school graduates who have now 
become a burden on the country because of our failure to promote 
quality alongside quantity. This question was tackled at a meeting 
Tuesday evening between His Majesty King Hussein and the Jor- 
danian Higher Educational Council at which the King stressed the 
need to achieve quality as well as quantity in education, and also 
stressed the role of a school and college in building up the society of 
the future. 

Since King Hussein realises the importance of the teacher’s mis- 
sion. he was careful to point out the importance of creating for the 
Leacher convenient conditions of work and decent living standards 
that would enable him to cany out his duty conscientiously and serve 
his country men and their future generations. 

Sawt Al Shaab: All alone in struggle 

THE PEOPLE in the occupied Arab territory alone represent the 
real struggle against the common enemy: [hey are the true fighters 
and the torch of liberat ion and freedom. Through their sacrifices and 
solidarity, achieved with stones and molotov cocktails, they show the 
world their determination to achieve their goals and restore their 
freedom.

Commando morale high despite Arafat’s expulsion

BADAWf REFUGEE CAMP. 
North Lebanon — Palestinian 
Fateh commandos" cui off from 
their leader Yasser Arafat since he 
was expelled from Syria last week, 
have little to do but lounge among 
the sun-parched oirie groves aro- 
und this refugee camp awaiting 
word from him. 

Although Syrian troops eff- 
ectively surround them, the com- 
mandos believe the Syrians will 
□oi try to mo'e in and that if they 
did try "[hey could never [ake this 
camp." 

The Palestinian fighters are 
dejected because they have no 
immediate hope of seeing Mr. 
Arafat. He was banished from 
Syria on Friday and w anted not to 
come back to Syrian-occupied 
nonh or east Lebanon. 

But the commandos show no 
signs of demoralisation. "If the 
Syrians attacked, we would be 


ready in two. maximum five min- 
utes." a spokesman for the fig- 
hters said. 

The commandos have artillery 
pieces, anti-aircraft guns and 
machincgun positions cam- 
ouflaged among the olive groves, 
but they show- no signs that they 
expect to have to use them. 

To reach Badawi from Beirut, 
correspondents pass about 2n 
roadblocks manned by Syrian 
troops. Christian militias or the 
Lebanese Army. 

But despite Mr. Arafat's exp- 
ulsion from The region, the Pal- 
estinian checkpoints were the 
most relaxed when foreign cor- 
respondents drove into the camp. 

The earth-shaking boom of 
nearby artillery fire has no effect 
on the commandos of the Fateh 
group, the- backbone of the Pal- 
estinian Liberation Organisation 
[PLOt. 

They have seen and heard eno- 
ugh to be able to tell the cor- 
respondents: " \1 usi be the Syrians 


having a practice." 

There are around HUM* Pal- 
estinian civilian refugees in this 
camp and up to in a camp 
at Nahr Al Bared. Tripoli. 

The number of Palestinian fig- 
hters in the area is not known. 
PLO officials speak of around 
7 .ih«» in nonh and east Lebanon. 

In any emergency, there would 
be little distinction between reg- 
ular fighters and the rest of the 
camp's able-bodied males. 

Khaled. a teenage typist, has 
fought before, against the Israelis 
al Damour last summer, and lea- 
ves no doubt that he would fight 
again. 

"I would knock over my typ- 
ewriter and demand my Kal- 
ashnikov (assault rifle) back." he 
said. 

With Fateh bases farther east 
in the Bekaa Valley cut off by reb- 
els — said by Mr. Arafat to be sup- 
ported by the Syrian army, though 
Damascus denies this — there are 
signs that, the Palestinians arc 


smuggling more fighters into nor- 
thern strongholds such as this. 

A group of 2‘» fighters, in civ- 
ilian clothes, arrived at Badawi 
when l was there, complete with 
suitcases which suggested they 
had come from overseas rather 
than other bases. PLO officials 
would not be specific about where 
they had come from. * 

Reports from Cyprus lost week 
said a number of Palestinian fig- 
hters had arrived there with wea- 
pons. cn route to Lebanon. 

While they are awaiting word 
on their future, the fighters sit in 
the sun. listening to music or tun- 
ing in to Arabic radio stations to 
hear of their leader's movements. 

Now they can hear "the Voice 
of Palestine" beamed from a nea- 
rby hill. It broadcast from Beirut 
until the Palestinian fighters were 
evacuated under Israeli siege last 
summer. 

in the camp's PLO information 
office a transistor radio broke the 
Sunday morning silence with the 


harmonica wail of American rock 
singer Bruce Springsteen. 

"Every thing dies, baby, that's a 
fact. But everything that dies one 
day comes back." went the lyrics 
- before a PLO in forma [ion off- 
icial turned the volume down. 

While ragged. laughing children 
used a deserted building site as 
their playground. Khaled the typ- 
ist showed off his gold ftrsiwatch 
which told the temperature as well 
as the iime. 

The fad that it was sent from his 
brother in Abu Dhabi, m the oil- 
rich Gulf, helps to explain tow the 
refugees manage to eat ami dress 
relatively well despite the squalor 
of their surroundings. 

Many young Palestinians have 
gone to’ the Gulf to earn money to 
send back to their families. Along 
with aid from the United Nations 
Relief and Works Agency for Pal- 
estinians i UNRWA), the Gulf 
remittances are a major source of 
income in the camp. 

As the fighters await ins- 


. mictions from Mi. Arafat, they 
swap tales of how he was orders) ■ 
to leave Syria. .... - ... 

One of Mr: Arafat's bod- 
yguards. who preferred nol to be 
named, said he was with Jus-chief

The Fateh and -PLO chief w» 
permitted only a - handful of seats, 
on the plane ami could take'aJong 
only his cluwst bodyguards.

Americans doubt Reagan’s sincerity on arms control

WASHINGTON — The latest 
Reagan administration statements 
on nuclear arras policy have pro- 
mpted fresh questions from mem- 
bers of both political parties in the 
United States about the sincerity 
of its commitment to arras control. 

Sceptics, such as moderate 
Republican Senators Charles 
Mathias of Maryland and William 
Cohen of Maine, are wondering 
whether the administration is pre- 
pared to go far enough to make 
agreement whh Moscow possible. 

Mr. Cohen told the White 
House he and other moderates 
who provided the needed votes to 
fund testing of the new MX mis- 
siles may switch sides, killing the 
i 0-warhead weapon, unless they 
are convinced of the adm- 
inistration’s flexibility. 

Kenneth Adel man, head of the 
U.S. arms Control and Dis- 
armament Agency (ACDA). 
whose own commitment to nuc- 
lear arms reductions has been 
questioned since Reagan app- 
ointed him last January, set off the 
latest controversy. 

In a letter to the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, he said 
Washington would deploy 100 
MXs unless Moscow “forgoes" 
more than 600 heavy SS- 1 8 and 
SS-I9 missiles already in place. 


U.S. flexibility 

The implication was that the 
administration would give up the 
MX if Moscow scrapped its largest 
missiles, and some senators pra- 
ised this as a new sign of flexibility. 

But most agreed with four for- 
mer ACDA chiefs who told -the 
Senate committee on Wednesday 
that the statement raised even 
more questions about the adm- 
inistration's sincerity in seeking 
arms control. 

Eugene Rostow. Mr. Ade- 
lman's immediate predecessor, 
refused to comment on the sub- 
stance of his position but said mak- 
ing it public without informing 
Moscow was "a terrible way to 
negotiate with the Soviet Union." 

Mr. Gerard Smith. Mr. Paul 
Wamke and Mr. George Sei- 
gn tous. who held the ACDA job 
in the Nixon and Carter adm- 
inistrations. said the apparent 
offer to trade off 1 00 planned mis- 
siles for more than 600 existing 
ones was one-sided and essentially 
not negotiable. 

Many senators agreed. 

Mr. Cohen predicted that Mos- 
cow would reject it “out of hand." 

Democrat Joseph Biden of Del- 
aware called the A del man letter 
“a perfect reflection of the att- 
itude of this administration: ‘We 
will give up something if they give 
up everything.’ ” 

Responding to this criticism, the 


administration quickly backed 
away from Mr. Adelman's sta- 
tement. 

Secretary of State George 
Shultz, stressing U.S. bargaining 
flexibility, told reporters that any 
agreement in the Geneva Str- 
ategic Arms Reduction Talks 
{START) would be “A package" 
including the MX along with other 
nuclear arms not a direct tradeoff 
of the U.S. weapon for Soviet 
heavy missiles. 

Mr. Shultzs deputy. Kenneth 
Dam. told the Senate committee 
that Mr. Adelman's statement was 
“not our proposal to the Soviet 
Union*' but was a hypothetical 
reply to senators' queries. 

He said the statement was int- 
ended only to suggest that Mos- 
cow had to give up something in 
exchange for a decision not to dep- 
loy the MX. 

U.S. position in Geneva 

Conceding that “talk about eli- 
mination of one entire weapon 
system would go further than any- 
thing the Soviets... are willing to 
talk about." Mr. Dam said the 
U.S. START position was already 
on the table in Geneva. 

His comments reassured some 
senators, but several expressed . 
continued concern about the U.S. 
position in the talks, despite Rea- 
gan's attempt to show new fle- 
xibility earlier June. 

The deal called for several 


moderate congressmen to vote for 
the MX if Reagan agreed to follow 
it with a single-warhead missile 
called Midgetman and embraced 
some form of the “build-down" 
plan under which more than one 
warhead would be scrapped for 
every new one deployed in the 
future. 

Adjusting his START position 
accordingly, the president raised 
the U.S.-proposed missile ceiling 
from 85U to about 1 .200 in order 
to accommodate additional small 
missiles. 

But Mr. Cohen complained that 
there still seemed to be a lack of 
enthusiasm in the administration 
for a build-down. 

* Mr. Cohen. Mr. Biden and oth- 
ers also said Mr. Reagan's adv- 
ertised flexibility on missile cei- 
lings did not seem to extend to 
other key provisions of his 
START proposal that Moscow 
considers totally unacceptable. 

They cited his proposed limit of 
2.500 on land-based int- 
ercontinental missiles, which 
would eliminate over half of the 
Soviet Union's principal ret- 
aliatory force, and a limit of 210 
on large missiles such as the MX. 
SS-I8 and SS-19. a cut of more 
than two-thirds in present Soviet 
deployments. 

While cutting deeply into the 
land-based missiles which are the 
heart of Moscow’s nuclear ars- 
enal. the Reagan proposal would 
allow the United States to proceed 


U.N. report criticises Western media, praises East bloc

UNITED NATIONS — A report 
accusing the Western press of ina- 
ccurate reporting of the United 
Nations and praising the 
government-controlled media of 
Communist states has been pub- 
lished by the U.N.. despite res- 
ervations by the secretary general. 

Western media did not pay sus- 
tained attention to the work of the 
United Nations, the report said, 
and when reports critical of the 
U.N. were published they seldom 
checked whether the criticism was 
justified. 

National affairs were given 
much attention by the media in 
Western countries, the report 
said, but there was no cor- 
responding interest in int- 
ernational cooperation. 

Communist reporters covered 
U.N. activities regularly, it said, 
and their publications offered con- 
tinuing support for U.N. efforts 
towards international coo- 
peration. 


U.N. Secretary General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar said when a draft 
of the report was leaked last year 
that its verdict was “really inc- 
redible". and that.the anonymous 
authors were lacking in judgment. 

He said when the report was 
published that the authors did not 
represent him. but that he was not 
a dictator and had not prevented 
them from publishing their ass- 
essment 

Last November, chief exe- 
cutives of aJl U.N. agencies, mee- 
ting under Mr. Perez de Cuellar's 
chairmanship, declined to endorse 
the draft report as a whole, alt- 
hough they approved some of its 
reco mmendations. 

Despite their hesitations, the 
completed document virtually 
unchanged from the draft, was 
released by the U.N. Department 
of Public Information, whose head 
is a Japanese diplomat Yasushi 
Akashi. 

Although a spokesman for the 
secretary general said information 
chiefs of various U.N. agencies 
were responsible for the report, a, 


U.N. source said privately that it 
was assembled mainly in Akashi* s 
department. 

That department has recently 
been smarting under criticism dir- 
ected against the U.N. by con- 
servative U.S. media and research 
groups. 

Earlier this month the Heritage 
Foundation, a group with close 
ties to the Reagan administration, 
accused the U.N. of exacerbating 
international disputes and running 
its peacekeeping operations ine- 
fficiently. 

Mr. Akashi was closely que- 
stioned some time ago about a 
privately-subsidised newspaper 
supplement that his department 
paid several newspapers to print 
which was widely regarded as 
thinly-disguised advertising for 
the U.N. 

Mr. Akashi said the papers rec- 
eived only reimbursement from 
the U.N. for the cost of the new- 
sprint cosumed for the sup- 
plement, which has since been 
.suspended. 

Officials said the report critical 


of the Western media was rel- 
eased. despite Mr. Perez de Cue- 
llar’s displeasure. after the authors 
declined to amend their appraisal. 

The report, examining the inf- 
ormation policies and public per- 
ceptions of the United Nations, 
said the media had led to dis- 
illusionment with the U.N. in the 
West which had spread to Third 
World countries. 

Yet when U.N. officials res- 
ponded to "apprehensions and 
misunderstandings", the report 
said, they themselves were att- 
acked. not only by the media but 
by political leadens. 

Mr. Perez de Cuellar has largely 
escaped criticism since he took off- 
ice at the beginning of last year, 
but his predecessor Mr. Kurt Wal- 
dheim was the object of several 
public attacks. 

When Mr. Waldheim ran for 
re-election as secretary general, a 
New York congressman with a 
large Jewish constituency called 
him a “bum” and urged a cam- 
paign to block his third term asp- 
irations. 



with plans for the MX. trident- 2 
submarine- launched missiles and 
cruise missiles. 

AH are said to be highly acc- 
urate weapons with the ability to 
dcstoiy an enemy’s missiles in 
their silos. 

Critics said the overall effect of 
the proposal would be to reduce 
greatly the vulnerability of U.S.

At the Correctional and Reh- 
abilitation Training Centre (A1 
Mahtta prison), two new projects 
are being attempted for the first 
time, seemingly , with great suc- 
cess.

In the sec- 
tion for females, which has had 
less attention so far in terms of 
improving their lifestyle.

making courses. 

In 1975 at the centre, those 
who wished to get a Tawjihi dip- 
loma, could study and sit for the 
examination. The success of the 
students and the above average 
performance of some was very 
encouraging. This year, those 
wanting to further their studies 
were allowed to apply for a place 
at die Intermediate University 
College. Accepted students are 
given four hours of lectures daily 
by professors from the college 
who go to the centre and lecture 
the students in the library, which 
has now become the college cla- 
ssroom. 

Brig. Ghaleb AJ Dmour, the 
centre's director for the past eight 


years, is very happy that this pro- 
ject is underway, and says that the 
chance for a college degree at the 
centre will give the students con- 
fidence when they get out and 
start work. According to Ll-Co 1. 
Lssam Hilo, the assistant director 
of the centre, this is the first exp- 
eriment of its kind in the Middle 
East, and therefore they are very 
proud of its start- 

This project took four years of 
hard work to get approval from all 
concerned parties. Ms. -Huda 
Nasir. a former civil servant, and 
presently working at the Ministry 
of Social Development, has been 
working on this project since the 
very beginning, and seems very 
glad that finally it has started bea- 
ring fruit. Ms. Nasir visits the cen- 
tre frequently acting as a link bet- 
ween the ministry and the centre 
in following up the needs of the 
students apart from other act- 
ivities at the centre. 

There are around 34 students 
now at the centre, who were given 
a choice of three subjects to major 
in. The majority chose accounting, 
and this is what is therefore tau- 
ght. Six professors from the Int- 
ermediate University College go 
to the centre ar various days to 
instruct the students daily from 
four to eight p.m. The curriculum 
that is followed is exactly that fol- 
lowed at the college itself. The 
professors who go to the centre 
say that the outcome is much bet- 


ter than they expected. At the beg- 
inning it was a challenge, now it is 
more of a pleasure. 

The students are very receptive 
and do extremely well. Although 
the teaching started one month 
later than the usual arademicyear. 
the students have managed to 
catch up with the missed classes, 
and are running parallel with the 
usual curriculum offered. One of 
the professors was showing off the 
grades of his students at the- cen- 
tre. and another was saying that 
he actually enjoys teaching at the 
centre more than at the college, 
because “the students are more 
ready to learn, and grasp what is 
beingoffered to them as they seem 
more alert and interested". 

According to some of the stu- 
dents interviewed by the Jordan 
Times, most of them are pleased 
with this opportunity which they 
have been offered. Some would 
have liked to study different sub- 
jects. but are at least thank that 
they have been offered a college 
education. Although a few of 
them already have one or two 
years of college behind them, they 
are still interested in taking the 
course, so as “to gain more kno- 
wledge*’. while, “it helps them 
pass the days”. The complaints 
that they had related to their stu- 
dying: for instance that the lig- 
hting is not sufficient, the cla- 
ssrooms are crowded, and that 
there are not enough reference 


books available”. The library off- 
ers books that are mostly religious 
or official, so we do not have wide 
range of subjects.” some said. 

With one exception, one of the 
students had any idea what they 
will be doing when they leave the 
centre. One said, “you only think 
of the time of your release, and 
that is as far as you can look”. 
Younes is the exception, he will 
leave the centre very soon. He will 
have a place reserved for him at 
the Intermediate University Col- 
lege. where he will be able to finish 
his degree and then go into some, 
kind of business by himself. 

TTiere remains one question 
that is still unresolved in this pro- 
ject and that is the question of 
fees. The college fees persemester 
are JD 270. which the college has 
voluntarily made for the students 
at the centre JD 17(1. This pro-, 
blem still remains unresolved, as 
many of the students have no sta- 
ble source of income, and thus 
would find it difficult to pay. Whe- 
ther the Ministry of Social Dev- 
elopment or any other institution 
takes it upon themselves to pay 
the remainder of the fees, has not 
yet been decided. 

The end of this session will show 
the first results of this project. If it 
proves successful, as so far it 
seems to be. the project will con- 
tinue beyond the first batch has 
graduated. 

In the female section at the cen- 


tre. there are 50 or so women, two 
children (with their mother), and a 
baby girl recently bom there. Not 
much motivation has been offered 
here and little incentive. Now 
those willing have a chance to 
learn crafts, and will be able to 
provide themselves with some 
source of income from within the 
centre. Some of these works were 
exhibited and sold on the March 
28. when Caritas. had a special 
programme for the women on the 
occasion of Mothers Day. 

Ms. Rachel Haddad, from Car- 
itas visits the centre three days a 
week from 9-12 a.m. Her course 
started at the beginning of March, 
and will continue for until August. 
She is presently teaching six of the 
women, who will themselves eve- 
ntually teach the rest of those at 
the centre. The First two months of 
the course are devoted to wicker 
handcrafts, such as the making of 
bags, and macrames for hanging 
plants. These crafts will eventually 
be sold, and some of the money 
earned form the sale will go into 
the purchase of new raw material 
for more handicrafts. The last two 
months of the course would have 
been spent on learning knitting, 
and the last two on the making of 
flowers from material, and arr- 
anging of them. 

According to Reverend Mousa 
Adeii. the head of Jordan's Car- 
itas. the important thing about this 


projeci is that the women at the 
centre will feci wanted, and will 
start to produce on their own in 
order to provide themselves with 
some income. 

It was not an easy start for Ms. 
Haddad. “It was very difficult at 
the beginning” she said, exp- 
laining that the women did not 
seem to want to learn as they were 
apathetic about the subject, and 
would not arrive until as late as 1 1 
o'clock for the class. “Now they 
are more interested especially 
now that they have seen what they 
can produce. They are punctual, 
keen, and have even stopped 
smoking during class hours”. 

This Caritas project is the beg- 
inning of a two-year project pro- 
viding the same courses at the cen- 
tre in Suwcilch. then another six 
months at Juweideh. (near 
Amman) and six more at Zarqa. 

Caritas. with its several centres 
in different areas of Jordan, car- 
ries out a variety of charity pro- 
jects. It has its own medical cen- 
tres and laboratories, and helps in 
fundraising and contributing ins- 
titutes for the handicapped, ele- 
derlv. and others. This is their first 
attempt at teaching handicrafts at 
the centre, and are therefore very 
anxious for it to be a success. Rev. 
Adeii stresses that apart from the 
production and income, “self est- 
eem”. is another valuable benefit 
to be accorded from the scheme. 


South Ghor: A target for agricultural renewal 


Once again, farms, settlements, 
irrigation schemes and human 
.energy are bringing life to the sou- 
thern Ghor. 

For the past decade, this hot, 
dry and forbidding land has been 
one of Jordan's targets of agr- 
icultural renewal, the likes of 
which it has not experienced for 
more than 1 ,400 years. 

For centuries, the wide basin 
surrounding the lower end of the 
Dead Sea — the lowest spot on 
earth —lay barren, uninviting to 
all except the wandering and 
hardy bedouin. 

ft was during two periodsof ant- 
iquity only — the Early Bronze 
Age (3200-2200 B.C.) and the 
Byzantine period (third to sixth 
centuries A.D.) — that human 
hands worked the harsh land to 
yield a rich variety of props '... 
wheat and barley, olives, grapes 
and figs, beans, peas and flax, as 
soil and seed samples now testify. 

One may assume that the land 
was more fertile and easy to farm 
in those ancient limes. Not so. The 
southern Ghor has always been as 
dry. or nearly as dry. as it is today. 

The ancients, like the moderns, 
had to bring in water to irrigate 
their crops. To learn how these 
early farmers watered the land 
and made h bloom, how their 
communities grew, flourished and 
then disappeared, a group of 
American archaeologists have 
organised a wide-ranging project 
called the Expedition to the Dead 
Sea Plain (EDSP). 

In cooperation with the Jordan 
Department of Antiquities, the 
EDSP effort is being supported by 
the American Schools of Oriental 
Research, the U.S. National End- 
owment for the Humanities, the 
National Geographic Society and 
the Smithsonian Institution. 

Two Distinguishing features 
lend importance to the project: 


first, h is regional in scope and not 
confined to one or two sites: and 
second, it draws on the expertise 
of specialists in many other fields, 
such as the environmental sci- 
ences. botany, geology and- ant- 
hropology. 

Concentrating first on the two 
Early Bronze Age towns of Bab 
edh-Dhra and Numeira. EDSP 
began its comprehensive study of 
the entire southern Ghor basin in 
1975. 

The interdisciplinary team of 
scholars undertaking the work is 
beaded by Drs. Walter Rast and 
Thomas Schaub. two arc- 
haeologists whose interest in the 
region was stimulated by the fin- 
dings of the late Paul Lapp in the 
sixties. 

The first phase, during which 
the EDSP team spent fonrscasons 
at two sites, is now completed. 
While a definitive report is still to 
be published, much of what has 
been found at Bab edh-Dhra and 
Numeira indicates the region was 
a lively agricultural centre. 

The site of Bab edh-Dhra was 
first identified as Early Bronze 
(EB) in 1924 by the well-known 
archaeologist. WJF Albright- 

First excavations of the site, 
which were conducted by Paul 
Lapp in 1965, clarified the ide- 
ntity of Bab edh-Dhra as a large 
town in the tradition of similar 
towns that existed during the EB 
period in the Syria- 
Palestine-Jordan region. 

Adding to this information, the 
Expedition's findings now provide 
details on Bab edh-Dhra. as h 
developed from what was initially 
an important watering place for 
nomadic herdsmen and a cer- 
emonial burial centre into a vil- 
lage. and then into full-fledged 
urban community with an . eco- 
nomy based on agriculture. 

The site covers some ten acres 


and its rich cultural remains have 
enabled the EDSP team to trace 
this development through the sev- 
eral stages of Bab edh-Dhra lies 
Numeira. the other site explored 
by EDSP. It was discovered in 
1973 and is an excellent example 
of Early Bronze HI occupation. 
Occupied only during the EB 111 
period, it may represent an effort 
on the part of the Bab edh-Dhra 
towns people to colonise the sou- 
thern area. 

Numeira was completely des- 
troyed at the end of EB UI and 
never resettled. There is evidence 


ofagood deal of burning and. con- 
sequently. its cultural remains are 
unusually well preserved. There 
are floors full of seeds, textiles, 
tools and vessels of all kinds, 
which give a unique insight imo 
the organisation of life during that 
period. 

Among the remains uncovered 
are many rooms, a street, evidence 
of the relation of structures to the 
town wall and an unusual tower 
system on the estera end of the 
site, which was probably added for 
defensive purposes sometime dur- 
ing the occupation. 


One fascinating find, rem- 
iniscent of Pompeii, was the com- 
plete remains of two victims in the 
town's destruction -- completely 
articulated skeletons, trapped in a 
sudden moment of disaster under 
the toppled, burning walls. 

The next phase of the Exp- 
edition's work will cover three 
other cities of the Dead Sea Plain, 
which have been surveyed and 
identified by Drs. Rast and Sch- 
aub as Early Bronze Age set- 
tlements — Safi. Feifeh and Khan 
AJ Zir. 


An exhibit including a film of 
theexcavationsconductedin 1977 
and two reconstructed shaft tomb 
chambers from Bab edh-Dhra. 
which contain the original ske- 
letons and artifacts, are displayed 
in the hall of Western Civilisation 
on the second floor of the Smi- 
thsonian Institution's National 
Museum of Naiural History. They 
were made available to the mus- 
eum on long-term loan by the Jor- 
dan Government in 1978.

Luxury car 
despite une

WE1SSACH. West Germany — 
As the industrialised world str- 
uggles to overcome a deep eco- 
nomic recession, sales of luxury 
Porsche sports cars are enjoying 
an unprecedented boom- 

And ironically, business is best 
in those countries with some of the 
highest unemployment figures. 

This year, the privately owned 
family concern is heading for a 
record output of 44.000 cars and 
turnover of over two billion marks 
($80(| million). 

Not much compared to some 
mass-produced sporting models. 
but impressive fora vehicle with a 

20.000 price tag. 

Last year, despite an average 
unemployment rate of well over 
10 per cent, the United States 
took over a quarter of the 35.000 
cars turned out by Porsche. More 
than two-thirds of its production is 
exported. 

Britain, with over three million 
out of work, was the second big- 
gest export market with more than 

2.000 care, followed by France 
and Italy, two other countries with 
high unemployment. 

Asked to explain this apparent 
paradox. Porsche officials at the 
company's research and- dev- 
elopment centre outside Stuttgart 
said: “There's obviously plenty of 
money in those countries. Perhaps 
it is not too well distributed." 

The firm's chief press spo- 
kesman. Manfred Jantke. said the 
new 944 model was a huge suc- 
cess. particularly in the United 
States.- 

“ For a lot of people over there. 

520.000 is not all that much for a 
car of this quality, complete with 
all extras and complying to rigid 
U.S. safety and emission sta- 
ndards.” he said. 

Despite the surge in production.- 
customers may still have to wait up 
to a year for the particular model 
they want. 

Porsche officials are puzzled by 
the strong demand for a powerful 
car with a top speed of around J 50 
raph (240 kph) in a country like 
the United States with a nai- 


sales high

ionwide speed limit of 55 niph t‘»n 
kph). There is no speed limit on 
West Germany's vast autobahn 
network. 

“If you kept to the law. you 
would never get past third gear.” 
commented one manager. "We 
can only assume that ownership of 
a Porsche under such conditions is 
pure prestige." 

Porsche, which insists on tho- 
roughly testing their cars whe- 
rever they are sold, confesses to 
some problems when it wants to 
drive them flat out in the United 
States. 

The company usually holds its 
trials in remote parts of the wes- 
tern United States where the 55 
mph speed limit is unpopular and 
police tend to turn a blind eye or 
impose nominal fines. 

"Sometime a local sheriff in his 
patrol car spots us. but when he 
sees it's a Porsche he doesn't usu- 
ally bother to give chase." said one 
official with a touch of pride. 

Porsche, which last year tripled 
.net profits to about 19 million 
marks I height million), was fou- 
nded by the Austrian Engineer 
Ferdinand Porsche, who designed 
the Volkswagen "Beetle". His 
son. Ferdinand Junior, is now cha- 
irman of the board. 

. The firm is turning increasingly 
lo the lucrative business of car- 
rying out tests and experiments for 
other manufacturers. 

At the Weissach Research Cen- 
tre. a number of U.S. and Eur- 
opean models can be seen und- 
ergoing trials. Young workers at 
the plant jumped at the chance to 
put the care through their paces 
for visitors to the firm's private 
race circuit. 

Asked if it was wise to let the 
competition take advantage of 
Porsche's sophisticated equ- 
ipment. a company manager ans- 
wered seriously: “What com- 
petition?” 

Testing facilities include a vast 
room that completely simulates 
the annual 24-hour Le Mans end- 
urance race in France. 

At the request of a Saudi 
Arabian-backed group.

Coe, Ovett back to best McEnroe, Curren through to semis 

OSLO (R) —Olympic champions lances in Helsinki next month In a rican James King for most of the 7 A J 


OSLO (R) — Olympic champions 
Sebastian Coe and Steve Ovett 
powered to impressive victories at 
the Bislett Games hero Tuesday 
night to prove they are back to 
their best with the first World 
Championships just six weeks 
away. 

The British rivals shrugged off 
separate shock defeats over the 
weekend to dismantle class fields 
here and dispel fears they were 
past their best. 

Coe’s HUD metres triumph was 
much easier than he could have 
expected, the world record holder 
romping home Hi metres clear in 
one minute 43.60— the fastest 
time in the world this year. 

Not to be outdone. Ovett burst 
through off the final bend of his 
l-5u(j metres race to clock 
3:33.X ] _ achieving the World 
Championship qualifying lime by 
more than four seconds. 

Now the pair could meet in a 
fascinating clash over both dis- 


tances in Helsinki next month in a 
repeat of the vloscow Olympics' 
three years ago. 

American Doug Padilla scored 
a decisive victory over European 
Champion Thomas Wessinghage 
of West Germany in the 5.UW 
metres and Sydney Maree coasted 
to an easy four seconds win in the 
3.000 metres. 

Mel Lattany scorched to victory 
in the men's 2 on metres, beating 
Guyana's James Giikes and Aus- 
tralian Bruce Frayne comfortably 
in 20.6*J seconds. 

And another American Tom 
Petranoff won the men's javelin 
from Norway's Per Olsen. His 
winning throw of MU.66 metres 
was nearly nine metres down on 
his world mark. 

But the night belonged to Coe 
and Ovett, world record holders of 
Jilin metres and 1.500 metres res- 
pectively. 

Coe took up the running 250 
metres out after tracking Ame- 


rican James King for most of the 
race. He opened up a two-metre 
lead going into the final bend and 
kicked for home coming into the 
straight, killing off the challenge 

of Rod Druppers of the Net- 
herlands. who finished second, 
and fellow-Briton Peter Elliott. 

it was the third-fastest time ever 
for the event, with Coe having set 
the previous two best times. 
Kenya's Sammy Koskei. who sta- 
rted the race the fastest man in the 
world this year over two laps, 
faded badly to finish sixth in 
1 :45.5V. 

Ovett's display was less clinical, 
but his finishing burst just as eff- 
ective. He surged from third place 
entering the home straight to beat 
Spain's Jose Luis Gonzales— who 
beat Coe over the distance in Paris 
on Friday— into second with Gra- 
ham Williamson, also of Britain, 
third. 

Ovett’s time was the second fas- 
test in the world this vear. 


French pole-vaulters aim 
to avenge Paris debacle 


LONDON (R) — American sec- 
ond seed John McEnroe and 
South Africa’s Kevin Curren. the 
. 1 2th seed, scored contrasting vic- 
tories Wednesday to complete the 
men's semifinal lineup at the 
Wimbledon Tennis Cha- 
mpionships, 

McEnroe, the tournament fav- 
ourite since Curren beat title- 
holder Jimmy Connors in the fou- 
rth round, decisively disposed of 
unseeded compatriot Sandy 
Mayer 6-3. 7-5. 6-0. 

Curren chiselled out a 4-6. 7-(r. 
6-2. 7-6 victory over Tim Mayotte 
of the U.S.. the 16th seed, in ano- 
ther quarter-final. 

Curren's reward is a semifinal 
meeting on Friday with unseeded 
New Zealander Chris Lewis while 
McEnroe, seeking to reach his 
fourth successive Wimbledon 
final, now faces third-seeded Ivan 
Lendl of Czechoslovakia. 

At times, the McEnroe-Mayer 
match was highly charged. In one 
incident in the ninth game of the 
opening set. .Mayer reacted ang- 
rily when McEnroe smashed a ball 


in his direction after serving a 
double fault. 

Mayer strode over to the ump- 
ire and inquired: “Next time he 
smashes a ball and almost hits me. 
do you want me co take matters 
into my own hand?" 

" How hard doeshe have to hit it 
to be violent?" Mayerwenton.’ If 
he does it again I'ii take care of 
him." 

Asked later how he might have 
taken care of him. Mayer admitted 
there was little he could have 
done. “ But I felt it needed to be 
said." he added. “1 do not think 
confrontations can be avoided in 
any type of business." 

McEnroe said later that he had 
been on the point of apologising 
when Mayer made his protest. 

Mayer is known to take a dim 
view of some of McEnroe's court 
behaviour, as is Lendl. 

After the Czechoslovak lost 
McEnroe in an ill-tempered 
World Championship Tennis final 
in Dallas last May. he said: “1 am 
not going to put up with it any 
more. If officials are not going to 


do anything. I will take it into my 
own hands. Time is going to show 
what 1 can do." 

Mayer, beaten in all nine of his 
previous meetings with McEnroe, 
was under pressure from the 
moment he dropped serve in the 
sixth game of the first set. Thr- 
oughout the match, he volleyed 
poorly and served erratically, par- 
ticularly on important points. 


Mayer, a semifinalisi here in 
1073. had a chance to get back 
into the match when he led 2-0 at 
the start of the second set after 
McEnroe, m his only loose service 
game, delivers 1 two double faults. 

But McEnroe broke back imm- 
ediately when Mayer missed a 
simple overhead shot and one fur- 
ther break in the 1 1 th game was 
enough to give the second seed the 
set. 

McEnroe received a warning 
for racket abuse in the second set. 
After driving a forehand return 
beyond the baseline, he thumped 
his racket into the turf and it car- 
twheeled along the baseline.

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EEC’s energy test hailed 
as important landmark 


CULH AM. England <R) — A successful first test at the European 
Community’s fusion energy project was hailed Tuesday by officials as 
an important landmark. 

• ••■The test at the ring-shaped fusion chamber known as the Joint 
European Torus (JET) opens the way for a seven-year series of- 
experiments designed to show whether European scientists can imi- 
tate the way the sun creates energy, by nuclear fusion. 

Scientists say fusion, the forcing together of atoms, might provide 
mankind with a major energy source in the next century. 

..The fusion chamber at Cuiham. near Oxford, the largest in the 
world, was switched on for a tenth of a second on Saturday for an 
afler a fiv e-year construction programme. 

JET spokesman John Maple said Tuesday: “it was an important 
landmark m the project's life. We have shown that all systems in the 
machine are behaving correctly." 

The first test put 60.000 amperes through the chamber. In JETs 
experimental programme this current will be progressively increased 
to around five million amperes. ■ 

The aim is to build up gradually to temperatures higher Lhan those 
at the core of the sun and reach a point where the controlled fusion 
process produced more energy than it uses. 

JET and the United States' Tokamak fusion test reactor at Pri- 
nceton are the front runners in the race to achieve this objective. 

On the day JET conducted its First test. U.S. scientists put a current 
of one million amperes through their reactor, vlr. Maple said. 

Another American reactor, the Princeton Large Tokamak. holds 
the world record for the highest temperature achieve in controlled 
nuclear fusion — NO million degrees Centigrade. 

Officials at JET hope the European project will achieve tem- 
peratures of about Hit* million Centigrade by 1900. 

The European Community, the United States. Japan and the 
Soviet Union are all working on developing nuclear fusion. 

The-JET project is expected to cost L345 million (5530 million) up - 
until -19X6. it. 


NEWS IN BRIEF 


S. Korea will curb employees’ pay 


SEOUL (R) — The South Korean government will press private 
companies not to raise their employees' pay. in an attempt to 
boost the competitiveness of Korean exports. Deputy Premier 
and Economic Planning Minister Kim Joon-Sung said. He told 
reporters that wages in South Korea rose 12 per cent in the First 
five- months of this year, more Lhan double those of its trade 
competitors such as Japan and Taiwan. The government plans no 
salary increase for civil servants next year. Mr. Kim said the pay 
curb should be applied especially to office workers, whose ave- 
rage incomes are about 4X per cent higher than ihose of blue- 
collar workers. 


U.S. trade deficit hits new high 


WASHINGTON (R) —The U.S. trade deficit surged to a record 
billion last month reflecting a sharp jump in oil imports and a 
decline in overall export volume, the U.S. government said Tue- 
sday. In a statement. Commerce Secretary Malcolm Baldrige 
attributed the lacklustre performance to several factors and pre- 
dicted ••exports should strengthen later this year and next as our 
trading partners’ economics recover." But despite his optimism 
vlr. Baldrige cautioned rhala recovery m U.S. exports depended 
on the future strength ot the 'dollar. which he said along with the 
slow pace of global recovery in developing countries had stifled 
U.S. exports. 


IDB approves SI 12m projects 


JEDDAH (R) — The Islamic Development Bank (IDB) said 
Tuesday its board has approved in financing projects in eight 
memher countries totalling M 12 million. The Jeddah-based bank 
said in a statement the approval brought the number of projects 
approved by the board during the current Islamic year, which 
started Iasi t )ciobcr. to 65 totalling s550 million.

Reagan sees stronger 


U.S. economic growth 


WASHINGTON (R) - President 
Reagan said Tuesday the U.S. 
economy was far stronger than 
earlier believed and would grow 
by 5.5 per cent this year. 

“Our economy is strong and 
getting stronger." Reagan said in 
brief opening remarks at his first 
formal news conference in six 
weeks. 

He said recent gains in personal 
income, industrial production, 
and Homebuilding were “solid 
signs of hope.... ! am pleased to 
announce that we are rev- 
ising upward our projection of this 
year's economic growth from 4.7 
per cent to 5.5 per cent”. 

The president was referring to 
the calendar year, not the Seal 
year beginning in October. 

Mr. Reagan also warned Con- 
gress against raising taxes and 


undisciplined federal spending. 

“We must understand that und- 
isciplined spending and tax inc- 
reases threaten the recovery.’' Mr. 
Reagan said, stressing his opp- 
osition to a Democratic plan to 
limit the HI per cent tax cut set to 
take effect on Friday. 

The Democrat-controlled 
House of Representatives has pas- 
sed legislation to limit the tax cut 
so that no individual will have his 
taxes reduced by more lhan 5700. 
The Democrats say the limit is 
necessary to prevent a windfall to 
the wealthy, but Mr. Reagan has 
repeatedly said he would veto 
such legislation if it also passed the 
Senate. 

Reagan also has sharply con- 
demned a congressional budget 
resolution that proposes to reduce 
Lhe federal budget deficit by rai- 


sing taxes SI 2 billion in the fin- 
ancial year beginning Oct. I and 
more than 57U billion over the 
□ext three years. 

Mr. Reagan argues such tax inc- 
reases would cut short the rec- 
overy. 

In announcing the revised 
growth forecast, Mr. Reagan did 
not provide any new estimates 
about the level of unemployment 
or inflation. 

In its most recent official for- 
ecast the administration pro- 
jected a 9.7 per cent jobless rate in 
the final quarter of 19X3. down 
from the current 1 0.1 per cenr 
rate. 

The administration is also for- 
ecasting an average inflation rate 
of 2.5 per cent for all of this year. 

Reagan said the Democrats' 
proposed tax cap would actually 


hurt the middle class, not the rich. 

"The tax cap must not and can- 
not become law." he declared. 

.Mr. Reagan also heatedly rej- 
ected Democratic efforts io label 
him “the rich man’s president”. 

Opposition Democrats believed 
Mr. Reagan's re-election chances 
would be severely damaged if they 
could make the tag stick. 

Mr. Reagan said he found the 
charges fni*t rating because he was 
“bom in poverty" and personally 
felt the hardship of the great dep- 
ression of the 1930s. which some 
of his critics had only read about. 


"The rich don’t need my help 
and I'm not doing things to help 
the rich... but I want to see that 
this remains a country where som- 
eone can always get rich.” he con- 
cluded. 


I vlF seeks 
Tiore funds 


LONDON (R) - The Int- 
ernational Monetary Fund (I vfF) 
is again trying to increase the 
money it has available for lending 
to hard-pressed nations in an att- 
empt lo ease the global debt pro- 
blem. senior monetary sources 
said Tuesday. 

Only three months ago the I MF. 
which lends money to countries 
facing difficult financial problems, 
agreed to raise overall con- 
tributions from its members by 
S3U billion. 

The J MF has again been sou- 
nding out some of its wealthier 
members about new medium- 
term loans to plug a widening gap 
between its resources and a gro- 
wing demand for financial help 
from heavily-indebted nations. 

Many developing countries ran 
into severe balance of payment 
problems when demand for their 
exports fell and prices slumped at 
the outset of the world recession. 


Trudeau: Economic recovery is here 


OTTAWA ( R ) — Canadian 
Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau, 
appealing Tuesday for more pub- 
lic support for the Liberal gov- 
ernment's two-year wage and 
price restraint programme, said: 
“Economic recovery is not just 
around the corner, it is here”. 

In a nationally-televised speech 
on the first anniversary of this 


programme Trudeau praised 
Canadians for helping lower inf- 
lation to 5.4 per cent from 1 2 per 
cent a year ago. 

The government programme, 
which set annual ceilings of six and 
five per cent on increases, had pla- 
ced Canada on equal fooling again 
with the II. S.. Japan and West 
Germany, its major competitors.

Brazil announces state spending restrictions 


BRASILIA <R) — The Brazilian 
government, which is battling to 
secure International Monetary 
Fund (I MF) loans for its huge for- 
eign debt. Tuesday announced a 
series of measures to restrict siaLe 
spending. 

Decrees signed by President 
Joao Figueiredo and made public 
in Brasilia imposed fresh res- 
trictions onthe budgets of all state 
companies and departments and 


cut fringe benefits for public sec- 
tor employees. 

All promotions for employees 
other than automatic ones were 
frozen until the end of 19X4 and 
extra monthly salaries was ban- 
ned. Other “perks" such as mar- 
riage allowances were abolished 
and even medical assistance was 
made conditional on the profits of 
the relevant sector. 

The new measures are pan of 


the government's attempts to cut 
its huge public deficit and satisfy 
the IMF’s conditions for con- 
tinuing lending. 


The fund agreed to lend Brazil 
54.9 billion over three years last 
February but suspended dis- 
bursement of the second slice of 
the money ai the end of May bec- 
ause the country had failed to 
meet the agreed economic targets. 


LONDON STOCK MARKET 


LONDON (R) — Share prices closed lower in dull trading, dea- 
lers said, with the. FT index a* 1500 down 6.0 at 7 1 3.6. 

Sharp falls on Wall Street prompted an initial markdown in 
prices, and. after a rally attempt petered out in mid morning, 
prices in the main showed little change from midsession, with 
selected leaders just above the early lows. Trading was quiet, with 
no results due from major companies to spark fresh interest, and 
with institutions sidelined by the current lack of a clear direction, 
dealers said. 

Gold shares were lower, while U.S. shares firmed slightly. 

Government bonds ended with falls of ,: i to point in long 
dates. Prices drifted lower as uncertainty over the direction of 
U.S. interest rates deterred buyers, dealers said. The market was 
quiet ahead of Wednesday’s speech to parliament by Chancellor 
of the Exchequer Nigel Lawson.

Oman makes trial copper 
shipment in August 


MUSCAT (R) — Oman's s2 1 3-million copper project at Sohar is 
fully on stream and atrial shipment of the refined metal is expected to 
leave the Sultanate by mid-August, a spokesman tor the Oman 
Mining Company said Wednesday. 

The spokesman told reporters that commercial production of cat- 
hodes was expected to start by the end of September, subject to 
international certification of Omani copper from the only major 
mine of its kind in the Arab World. 

The refinery at Sohar. 250 kilometres (iWf miles I north of Muscat, 
will produce 99.x per ceni pure copper with a production target of 
20.000 tonnes a year, he said. Work on ihe project, where copper was 
mined 6.000 years ago. began in 1 979 . 

The spokesman said three underground mines at Lasail. Aarja and 
Bay da were in use and had enough ore for at least 1 1 years of 
production. 

The Oman Mining Company has already received enquiries from 
potential customers and talks have been held with the Saudi Cable 
Company, which wants Omani cathodes for coil production, he 
added. 

The spokesman said the mines were ready for production at the 
beginning of this year, when the concentrator also started up. Smeller 
production began in May and by the miild/e of this month it was ready 
to supply anodes to the refinery. 

The project included building a township at Megan. 2" kilometres 
1 1 2 miles) from Sohar.

ital Thursday for the talks. 

In Bangkok, before his dep- 
arture Wednesday, vlr. Shultz 
made clear that the Reagan adm- 
inistration opposed cross-border 
forays into Indochina to search tor 
Americans missing from the Vie- 
tnam War. 


He clarified U.S. policy after 
1'hai officials said their gov- 
ernment had been rankled by a 
statement he made at a press con- 
ference Tuesday in response to 
questions about a raid into Laos 
by tormer American commando 
James ( Bo > Gritz to find missing 
American servicemen. 

vlr. Shultz said then that Was- 
hington supported in principle any 
effort to account for the estimated 
2.4‘U Americans missing from the 
war in Indochina and that each 


case would be considered on its 
merits. 

Administration officials said 
later that vlr. Shultz was referring 
to offers of help from private gro- 
ups. such as businessmen and fam- 
ily organisations. 

He told a press conference 
Wednesday after talks with the 
Thai government: "1 certainly did 
not mean to endorse border cro- 
ssing forays and we think such for- 
ays arc counter-productive." 

He added: "We believe cross 
border forays tend to Jo more 
harm than good. We oppose it.” 

On the possibility that Ame- 
ricans were still being held pri- 
soners of war eight years after the 
war in Indochina ended, Mr. 
Shultz said: "We are not in a pos- 
ition to rule it out. but we do not 
have evidence that there are some 
alive.”

SEOUL iRi - South Korea is 
giving tup priority to improving 
relations with the Soviet Union 
and (. hina to help prevent another 
war on the Korean Peninsula, 
bn reign vlinister Lee Bum-Suk 
said Wednesday. 

" The greatest task facing our 
diplomacy is... to normalise rel- 
ations with the Soviet Union and 
China." vlr. Lee told the defence 
ministry's national college. 

" Establishing friendly relations 


with the iwo countries is necessary 
to maintain peace on the Korean 
Peninsula." he said. 

China sent troops to help North 
Korea invade the South during the 
l‘»5o-53 Korean War and vlr. Lee 
said Wednesday both Peking and 
vloscow had defence treaties with 
Pyongyang. 

The two communist giants rec- 
ognise communist North Korea 
but have no diplomatic relations 
with Seoul despite its expressed 


willingness to improve ties with all 
communist countries. 

'vlr. Lee said improved relations 
with vloscow and Peking would 
lead to better lies with Pyongyang, 
which has rejected calls From 
Seoul fur talks on reducing tension 
and ultimately reunifying the pen- 
insula. 

South Korea trades indirectly 
with the Soviet Union and China, 
who normally refrain from official 


contacts to avoid offending their 
ally North Korea. 

But the hijacking to South 
Korea of a Chinese aircraft by six 
Chinese last month led to the first 
government-level talks between 
the two countries.

West elected to attack 
with a low spade. East took 
his two top spades and 
shifted to a heart. Declarer 


rose with the ace and. oblivi- 
ous to any danger, he drew 
trumps in three rounds and 
started on diamonds. Unfor- 
tunately. when that suit 
broke 4-1. declarer could take 
only two sluffs on the high 
diamonds and he ended up 
down two. 

There are two possible bad 
breaks that declarer might 
have to contend with — 
besides the 4-1 diamond 
break, trumps also might not 
behave well. Declarer cannot 
decide how to play the hand 
until he knows about the 
trump situation. 

After winning the ace of 
hearts, declarer should cross 
to the king of clubs (in case 
trumps are 5-0) then lead 
dummy's low trump to his 
ace. If either defender shows 
out on this round, declarer 
has no alternative but lo 
draw trumps and hope that 
the diamonds are 3-2. 

But when both defenders 
follow to two rounds of 
trumps, declarer can afford 
to protect against the 
possibility of a 4-1 diamond 
split. He cashes the ace of 
diamonds and ruffs a dia- 
mond wiLh the queen of 
trumps. Now declarer can 
get back to the table with the 
jack of trumps, drawing the 
last outstanding trump in the 
process, and dummy is high. 

Not very difficult, was it?
